Gov. Nelson's intensely publicized tax 


revision advisory commission has com- 
pleted its work with a series of conclusions 
that, taken as a whole, will be accorded 
the sympathetic consideration of informed 
critics of the Wisconsin fiscal system. 


As the commission realistically ac- 


knowledged in its final deliberations, pub- 
lic finance is a subject in which so many 
conflicting v^wpoir.is. tastes and interests 
are inextricably involved that no group 
of conscientious citizens, in ail hkehhood, 
could produce a program that would be 
generally acceptable. As the present com- 
plex of tax law:? was the aggregate result 
of pressures and compromises over many 
past decades, the improvements and re- 
forms and expansions must also involve 
compromises. 


The politically significant decision of 


the commission, taken with some expected 
dissenting votes, favors a limned general 
sales tax law as a kind of balance wheel 
for the historic property and income tax 
revenue pattern that is so obviously near- 
ins the iirr.:t of its productivity. If th^s com- 
mission has dor.e nothing else during its 
13 months of hard work, it has achieved a 
•useful result through a statistical and ra- 
tional defense of that objective. 


As if to document its careful findings 


that the new revenue requirements of 
state and local governments must be met 
from the general body of the adult popula- 
tion, the commission also proposes a mod- 
erate revision upward of the personal in- 
come tax rates in such a way as to extract 
most of the additional income from the 
middle and lower brackets of the income 
scale. 


There are two transparent reasons for 


that decision, and both must be widely un- 
derstood before there can be hope of po- 
litical acceptance of this document wnh its 
suggestions for historic finance policy de- 
partures.

Soviet Missile Forces. One report says that

Help Needed 


In the welter of revolution, plot and 


•underground dungeons in Latin America, 
the government of President Luiz Somoza 
of Nicaragua stands out as progressive, in- 
telligent and concerned. But the handicaps 
of raising the standard of living of the peo- 
ple are tremendous. 


The average annual income in the capi- 


tal city of Managua is only S170. Labor is 
very cheap and considered almost expend- 
able on the plantations. Most appalling is 
the incidence of death and disease, much of 
•which could be eradicated by modern 
knowledge and methods of sanitation and 
medical care. Fifty-five per cent of the 
children of Nicaragua die before they 
reach the age of five. The fatal diseases are 
the simple childhood ones, run rampant, 
and typhoid, malaria, tuberculosis and 
tetanus. Sanitation is so bad that the major 
cause of death among youngsters can be 
laid to intestinal diseases. Tn.^ h:ch death 
and disease rate ranks as bad as in the 
teeming Asian cr.es of which v.e have 
read so much in the la-t few years.

000.000 Christmas trees are on 
their way to American homes 
for the annual revival of a pre- 
historic custom. 


The trees will be prettier than 


ever, for they are grown in- 
creasingly on plantations or in 
carefully managed wild stands 
where expert care assures at- 
tractive shapes, the National 
Geographic Society says. People 
no longer will buy just any tree.

The Christmas tree custom 


may be traced to ancient cele- 
brations of the winter solstice — 
the time when the sun ceases its 
seeming drift toward the south 
and begins moving back north. 
The 1960 solstice occurs at 2 27 
p m. Central Standard Tune to- 
day. 


Men long ago watched in fear 


ss the sun steadily moved away 


winter quarters, but the custom 
failed to take ho'.d. It was vir- 
tually unknown to Americans 
when August Imeard of \Voost- 
er. Ohio, trimmed a small 
spruce for his nieces and neph- 
ews in 1347. Friends joined him. 
but when a Cleveland minister 
set up a tree in his church in 
1851 he nearly lost his pulpit in 
the uproar over the '•pagan" 
practice.

First Step for T>ing Pretty Christmas wrapping bows 


is wrapping one to three >ards of ribbon loosely around 
your hand into a neat roll of the desired bow diameter. 


NEEXAH — Colorful dusters of 


ribbons trimming Christmas pack- 
ages can become a decorating tool 
of the novice bow-tier as well as 
the professional. 


If past practice has been to hur- 


riedly throw paper around a gift, 
then anchor it with a ribbon and 
ue a bow that comes out looking 
decidedly amateurish, YOU are not 
being either fair to jourself or 
the gut within the package.

But if a specific 
case arises involving a company 
in which he owns stocks, the jus- 
tice in question merely disqualifies 
himself "from taking part in. that 
particular case. He doesn't resign 
his office. 


There's an old principle of law 


which says that a man is to be 
considered innocent until proven 
guilty. But the present-day con- 
cept "o! "conflict of interest." as it 
affects cabinet officers, is just the J 
reverse—they are presumed to be i 
ready to sacrifice the public in-,] 
terest to their personal interest ^ 


Vv'ith the appointment of Rob- 


ert F. Kennedy as attorney gen- ; . 
era!, the argument is being made i 
that he would not take action in 
the department of justice that 
might reflect discredit on the ad- 
ministration of his brother. The 
assumption is that a man can be 
guilty of wrongdoing without any 
proof that he e'.er will be. 


Reward For Serv ice 


Every attorney general h?s to 


decide whether he %v:ll follo'.v the 
letter of the law and prosecute 
•wrongdoers e've-: though such ac- 
tion brinss discredit on the adrr.m- 
Kration of which he is a part. 
If he doesn't prosecute, certainly 
there are corcressio^al ir.vesiica- 
t:-£ committees whose minority 
members would promptly demand 
Sri inquiry and could even bring 
about irrpeachrrer.t of a cabinet 
trf'cer found to c-e derelict in his 
duty.

pected 10 burn frankincense in 
their hfe after death. Balls of 
frankincense were found in the 
tomb of Tutankhamen, apparently 
to be used as incense in the 
Pharaoh's immortal abode. 


Inscriptions on walls of ancient 


Egyptian temples speak of the 
fragrance of myrrh in the tem- 
ples, an indication that myrrh 
was used also as incense. The 
temple of Queen Hatshepsut near 
Luxor has wall paintings showing' 
myrrh trees in the Somalilands; 
this gives an idea of the impor- 
tance of myrrh to the pharaohs. 


Ancient Tradition 


There was an ancient tradition 


that frankincense was especially 
appealing to the gods. This may 
explain why it often was burned 
during cremations. 


Both frankincense and myrrh 


were widely used as medicines by 
the ancients, to cure everything 
from paralysis to eye diseases, 


fragrant gums also were 
in cosmetics and perfumes, 


.lotions and ointments, mummifi- 
cation and embalming. 
! Since it was in such great de- 
mand, 
both frankincense and 


myrrh brought high prices in an- 
tiquity. It is hard to get an ex- 
act idea of costs so long ago, but 
Van Beek estimates that a pound 
of frankincense would have cost 
up to SI75 in terms of modern 
purchasing power. It isn't worth a 
fraction of that today. 


What use did Jesus make of 


these precious gifts? The B i b l e 
doesn't say.
